Man who guided reed ships 
across sea dies in plane crash

Norman Baker took off in his single-engine 
Cessna from Pittsfield Municipal Airport on 
Wednesday, bound for Vermont and a Thanksgiv- 
ing celebration with his three children, their 
spouses and partners, and his seven grandchil- 
dren. 

It’s a routine journey that the 89-year-old pilot 
from the small Berkshires town of Windsor had 
made many times. But on this flight, something

went tragically awry, and Baker’s long, incredible 
life came to an abrupt end on a wooded ridge in 
Pittsford, Vt. 

“Flying permeates every bone in my dad’s 
body,” said Daniel Baker, a University of Vermont 
professor who had opened his home in Starks- 
boro, Vt., for the holiday gathering. 

For Norman Baker, flying was only one part of 
a lifetime of daring exploration and adventure. 
He served as celestial navigator for the Norwe- 
gian explorer Thor Heyerdahl’s trans-Atlantic 
crossings in boats built of papyrus reeds in 1969 
and 1970, audacious journeys from Africa to the 
Caribbean that attempted to show that ancient 
peoples could have made the journey.

CAIRO — Islamist militants detonated a bomb 
inside a crowded mosque Friday and then 
sprayed gunfire on panicked worshipers as they 
fled the building, killing at least 235 people and 
wounding at least 109 others. Officials called it 
the deadliest terrorist attack in Egypt’s modern 
history. 

The scale and ruthlessness of the assault, 
which occurred in a small town in the insurgen- 
cy-racked Sinai Peninsula, sent shock waves 
across the nation, not just because of the number 
of deaths but also for the choice of target. 

Attacks on mosques are rare in Egypt, where 
the Islamic State has targeted Coptic Christian 
churches and pilgrims but avoided Muslim plac- 
es of worship. 

The assault injected a new element into 
Egypt’s struggle with militants because most of 
the victims were Sufi Muslims, who practice a 
mystical form of Islam that some extremists 
deem heretical. 

And it underscored the failure of President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi, who has insisted he needs 
to crush political opposition to combat the threat
